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Subject:- Policy regarding allocation of seats to Foreign Medical Graduates for undergoing internship in Medical 
Colleges of Haryana as per CRMI Regulations 202] and FMGL Regulations, 202! laid down by NMC.

l. AIMS AND OBJECTIVES: 

The policy aims to streamline the process of allocation of Internship station to Foreign Medical Graduates 
as per Compulsory Rotating Medical Internship Regulations 2027 issued by National Medical Commission. 
The policy also aims at providing quality practical training to Foreign Medical Graduates at Medical 
Colleges across the state of Haryana so that he/she becomes a clinician with reliable competencies in 
diagnostic and therapeutic skills in different disciplines of Medicine as per the norms to ensure uniformity 
and standards of Education. 


2. Definitions: 

College:- means any Institution where the Foreign Medical Graduate will undergo CRMI 

University:- means the university to which the college where the Foreign Medical Graduate will undergo 
CRM is affiliated. 

Department:- shall be Department of Medical Education & Research 

CRMI.- Compulsory Rotating Medical internship i.e supervised training of an intern by mentors 

Foreign Medical Graduate (FMG):- is a person who has graduated with a Primary Medical Qualification 
outside India having fulfilled the applicable in accordance with the “Screening Test Regulations, 2002 and 
the Eligibility Requirement for taking admissions in an undergraduate medical course in a Foreign Medical 
Institution Regulations, 2002 of the erstwhile Medical Council of India with amendments duly recognized 
by the NMC under Section 6(2) of the NMC Act,20l9” superseded by the Foreign Medical Graduates 
Regulation, 202 of the NMC dated 8..202]. 

Provisional Registration:- is licence/ registration for supervised practice of modern medicine/allopathy 
granted by appropriate State Medical Councils for a period limited to the period of Compulsory Rotating 
Internship as applicable under the Regulations for Compulsory Rotating Internship, 202/ to those who fulfil 
the necessary eligibility requirements. . 
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3. The Committee indicated below shall be the nodal agency for allocation of station for completing Internship 
in accordance with the FMGL & CRMI regulations 202l issued by National Medical Commission in 
Medical Colleges in the State of Haryana. The committee shall constitute of the following 
Officer/Officials-

Dean Academic Affairs, Pandit Bhagwat Dayal Sharma University of | Co- Chairperson 
Health Sciences, Rohtak 
Member Secretary, Admissions Committee, UHS Rohtak Member 
One Representative from DMER Member 
Director/Principal of all Government/Government Aided Medical | Member 
Institutions. 
Law Officer, Pt.BD Sharma University of Health Sciences Rohtak Member 
Registrar, Haryana Medical Council Member Secretary 
Note: 
i. The Administrative office of Haryana Medical Council will provide all the secretarial support for 
smooth process of allocation. 
ii. The Committee will be responsible for taking decision for all allocations based on rules. The 
Director Medical Education and Research, Haryana will be the Appellate Authority to hear the 
appeal for the decisions taken by the Committee 

5. DURATION AND PERIOD OF CRMI: 

5.a) | Every candidate is required to undergo Compulsory Rotating Medical Internship (CRMI) for a minimum 
period of twelve months, to the satisfaction of the college authorities and the University concerned after 
passing the final Bachelor of Medicine and Bachelor of Surgery (MBBS) examination/National Exit Exam / 
Foreign Medical Graduate Examination (FMGE) or Next Step-! Examination whenever in force. 

5.b) | However, the following category of candidates shall have to do Compulsory Rotating Medical Internship 
(CRMI) for a period of two years for grant of registration - 

l. Indian students who were in the last year of their undergraduate medicine course and had to leave 
their foreign medical institute and return to India and have subsequently completed their studies 
and 

2. Foreign Medical Graduate who have been granted certificate of completion of course/degree by 
their respective institute, on or before 30th June 2022. 

5c) | For candidates who applied for provisional registration before publication of CRMI guidelines 202 notices 
and joined internship in Civil Hospitals of Haryana, Haryana medical Council shall ensure that the 
remaining duration of their internship shall be in Medical College/Institutions as per CRMI guidelines 

5d) | Haryana Medical Council shall verify the list of students as per clause a), b) and ०) above and identify the 
period of internship required to be completed by Foreign Medical Graduates and provide the list of 
candidates along with duration of Internship to the Committee. 

|6. | PROCEDURE FOR INVITING APPLICATIONS: 

The candidates desirous of seeking internship in Medical Colleges in Haryana shall apply online on the 
authorized Web-Portal of Haryana Medical Council i.e. haryanamedicalcouncil.org 

7. SCHEME TO BE FOLLOWED FOR ALLOCATION OF SEATS: 

7.a) | Foreign Medical Graduates shall be posted to different medical colleges or institutions through a 


counselling or seat allocation process based on merit, vacancy and preference given by candidate. 
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7.b) | The Internship shall be completed only in medical colleges recognized by state of Haryana and allowed for 
CRMI by National Medical Commission. 

7.c) | The Committee shall scrutinize all the applications for fulfillment of eligibility criteria and prepare a 
tentative Merit list (as per result/score of Screening Test result) in accordance with CRMI Guidelines, 202 
or any amendments thereof. 

7.0) | Preference shall be given to candidates who are domicile of Haryana, and only in case of seats remaining 
vacant; Non Domicile Haryana Candidates shall be allotted station for Internship. 

7.e) | The list of seats in each medical college shall be as per guideline issued by NMC/State Government. 

7.) | The process of seats allotment shall be held twice a year after declaration of NBE screening test result and 
accordingly a public notice (along with the number of vacant seats) shall be issued for inviting applications 
from Foreign Medical Graduate candidates for internship in Medical Colleges/Institutions of Haryana state 
as per CRMI guidelines, 202]. 

The same shall be available on the authorized web portal of University and Haryana Medical Council. 

7.g) | In case of a tie i.e FMG candidates having same marks in NBE screening merit list, the merit shall be 
decided as under : 
¢ Candidate having higher merit in PCB in class 2" class marks shall be considered first. 

e If still there is a tie, candidate having higher aggregate marks in Class [27 shall be considered. 
e _ If still there is a tie, candidate older in age shall be considered. 

7.h) | The list of documents and Essential requirements is annexed as Annexure ‘A’. 

|8. | STIPEND AND FEES: 

i) All the Foreign Medical Graduates pursuing internship in various Govt./Govt. Aided and Private Medical 
Colleges shall be entitled to a stipend which shall be at par with the stipend being given to the interns in 
their respective institutions in lieu of the Services provided by them. 

ii) No internship fee is to be charged by the medical Colleges/institutes from these Foreign Medical Graduates, 
However the charges for Interns accommodation and mess charges as applicable for Indian Medical 
Graduates shall be charged from Foreign Medical Graduates. 

rl Any candidate, if found to have submitted any false document/ claim benefit of reservation on the basis of 
false documents will be liable for penal action u/s 420, 20B etc. of the IPC and his candidature shall be 
cancelled immediately and shall be debarred for admissions in future. 

0. | State Government reserves the right to modify/amend/change the provisions in the notifications as deemed 
fit from time to time.

Foreign Medical Graduate Examination (FMGE) conducted by National Board of Examination (NBE) should 
be cleared by the candidates seeking registration in India 


Preference column of 5 choices in application form for Medical Colleges. 

Affidavit stating that all the information provided is correct and true as per his/her knowledge. 
Equivalency Certificate issued by Association of Indian Universities, New Delhi, if applicable. 
Conversion Certificate of grading to percentage of marks, if applicable. 

Four passport size photographs against white background (preferably the photograph used in NEET form). 


Any other Document as required by Committee 


० The Medical qualification/degree must be registerable to practice medicine in their respective 
jurisdiction of the country in which the medical degree is awarded and at par with the license to 
practice medicine given to citizen of that country. 


० If the candidate is found fulfilling all the above mentioned criteria, provisional registration may be 
granted by the State Medical Councils for !2 months internship or balance period, as the case may be.
